Charged 
In Rape 

Five U.S. troops accused in 
fatal attack in Mahmoudiya 

TIKRIT, IRAQ I Four more U.S. soldiers have 
been charged with rape and murder and a 
fifth with dereliction of duty in the alleged 
rape-slaying of a young Iraqi woman and the 
killings of her relatives in Mahmoudiya, the 
military said Sunday. 

The five were accused 
Saturday following an 
investigation into alle- 
gations that American 
soldiers from the 101st 
Airborne Division raped 
the teenager and killed 
her and three relatives on 
March 12 at her home south of Baghdad. 

Ex- soldier Steven D. Green was arrested 
last week in North Carolina and has plead- 
ed not guilty to one count of rape and four 
counts of murder. 

The U.S. statement said the five soldiers 
still on active duty will face an Article 32 
investigation, similar to a grand jury hear- 
ing in civilian law. 

One of the soldiers was charged with fail- 
ing to report the attack but is not believed to 
have participated in it directly, the statement 
said. The four facing murder charges could 
face the death penalty if convicted. 

The affidavit estimated the rape victim 
was about 25. But a doctor at the Mahmoudiya 
hospital gave her age as 14. He refused to be 
identified for fear of reprisals, ryan lenz (ap)

Mission Control says 
ripped heat shield not 
a problem for re-entry 

H 0 U S T 0 N I Space shuttle Discovery’s 
astronauts got some happy news 
Sunday: It’s safe to fly home. 

Mission Control informed the 
crew of six that the ship’s thermal 
shielding is “100 percent cleared for 
entry” in another week. 

“Boy, that is great news, that’s 
fantastic,” shuttle commander Steve 
Lindsey said. “And to get all that 
done by the end of flight day six . . . 
is just amazing.” 

Only one heat shield issue 
remained going into the late after- 
noon mission management meeting 
— a 2 -inch-long piece of fabric fill-

er sticking out about an inch from 
thermal tiles on Discovery’s belly. 
Engineers determined it wasn’t nec- 
essary to have an astronaut pluck 
the strip out during a spacewalk 
and that it posed no concern for 
the spaceship’s return to Earth on 
July 17. So managers gave the heat 
shield an official bill of health. 

Officials had already decided 
that several other nicks and spots 
— ranging from bird droppings to 
frayed fabric — were no big deal. 

Deputy shuttle program man- 
ager John Shannon, chairman of 
the mission management team, 
said the healthy shuttle — and the 
crew’s accomplishments in orbit 
so far — pave the way for the next 
mission in just over 11/2 months.

NYC Plot Details Found on Computer 


Lebanese officials 
say maps, plans Very 
important’ in probe 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I Lebanese authori- 
ties found maps and bombing plans 
on the personal computer of an al- 
Qaeda suspect accused of plotting 
to attack New York train tunnels, a 
senior Lebanese official said. 

Acting Interior Minister Ahmed 
Fatfat described the information 
found on Assem Hammond’s com- 
puter as “very important.” 

“It contained maps and bomb- 


ing plans that were being prepared,” 
Fatfat said in an interview. 

Lebanese security officials told 
The Associated Press that they 
obtained “important information” 
from Hammond’s computer and CDs 
seized from his office at the Lebanese 
International University, where he 
taught economics. 

“This information helped the 
investigators make Hammoud con- 
fess to his role in plotting a terror act 
in America,” one official said, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity. 

The FBI announced Friday that 
it had uncovered a plot to attack 


Hudson River tunnels that which 
carry more than 215,000 passengers 
each weekday between New York and 
New Jersey. U.S. officials said the 
plot involved at least eight people, 
including Hammoud. At least two 
besides Hammoud have been arrest- 
ed, Lebanese officials said. 

U.S. officials said the suspects 
hoped to pull off an attack involv- 
ing “martyrdom and explosives” 
in October or November, but fed- 
eral investigators working with six 
other countries intervened before the 
suspects could travel to the United 
States.

Bush Intel Plans Draw Ire 


Hoekstra says failure 
to brief lawmakers on 
activities likely illegal 

WASHINGTON | The White House 
possibly broke the law by keep- 
ing intelligence activities a secret 
from the lawmakers responsible 
for overseeing them, the House 
Intelligence Committee chair- 
man said Sunday. 

Rep. Pete Hoekstra, R-Mich., 
said he was informed about the 
programs by whistleblowers in 
the intelligence community and 
then asked the Bush administra- 


tion about the programs, using code 
names. Hoekstra said the House and 
Senate intelligence committees were 
later briefed. 

“We can’t be 
briefed on every 
little thing that 
they are doing,” 

Hoekstra said. 

“But in this case, 
there was at least 
one maj or — what 
I consider significant activity that 
we have not been briefed on. I want 
to set the standard there that it is 
not optional for this president or any 
president or people in the executive 


community not to keep the intel- 
ligence committees fully informed 
of what they are doing,” Hoekstra 
said on “Fox News Sunday.” 

Hoekstra complained to 
President Bush in a letter disclosed 
in Sunday’s New York Times. 

In the letter, Hoekstra said the 
failure to brief the intelligence com- 
mittees “may represent a breach of 
responsibility by the administra- 
tion, a violation of law and, just as 
importantly, a direct affront to me 
and the members of this commit- 
tee who have so ardently supported 
efforts to collect information on our

Flash Flooding Wreaks 
Havoc in Southwest 


More storms expected 
after heavy rains wash 
out homes and roads 

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. | Flash flood- 
ing carried a teenager on a 5- 
mile ride down a drainage chan- 
nel before he was rescued, as the 
waters blocked roads, inundated 
homes and forced evacuations in 
parts of the Southwest. 

More thunderstorms and 
heavy rain were likely Sunday in 
New Mexico, the National Weather 
Service said. More rain also was 
possible to the north in Colorado, 
where storms had already flooded 
homes and washed out roads. 


A 15-year-old boy fell into 
a flooded diversion channel in 
Albuquerque on Saturday eve- 
ning, and the turbulent current 
carried him miles. The boy had 
dropped his keys and slipped into 
the arroyo. It took three attempts 
before rescue crews could pull him 
from the swift current. 

Thunderstorms dropped an 
estimated 3 inches of rain in 
an hour Saturday over Truth or 
Consequences and the surround- 
ing area, south of Albuquerque. 

Colorado Gov. Bill Owens issued 
a disaster emergency order Saturday 
for Douglas County, southwest of 
Denver, where rain had washed out 
roads and flooded homes, (ap) 


Bag Searches 
Become Routine 
On NYC Subway 

N E W YO R K I It was billed as a neces- 
sary counterterrorism tactic after 
the deadly mass transit bombings 
in London: Anyone entering the 
city’s sprawling subway system 
could be subjected to a random 
search of backpacks, briefcases 
and shopping bags. 

One year and countless search- 
es later, the practice once thought 
of as a temporary imposition, with 
the potential to trample civil rights, 
remains in effect and is barely caus- 
ing a stir. 

“We consider it a valuable tac- 
tic to use,” Police Commissioner 
Raymond Kelly said. “It’s not a 
panacea, it’s not a cure-all, but it’s 
another tool in our toolbox.” 

Officials won’t say how many 
bags police have searched in the 
past year, or specify where and when 
they do it. Unpredictable deploy- 
ment keeps would-be bombers off 
balance, they say. 

The program has resulted in five 
arrests — not for terrorism, but for 
drug possession, disorderly conduct 
and other minor charges, (ap)

White House seeking 
multilateral talks over 
state s nuclear program 

WAS H I N GTO N I The United States on 
Sunday pushed China to apply more 
pressure on North Korea to end its 
missile tests and return to interna- 
tional nuclear disarmament talks. A 
top diplomat said the aim is to show 
that Kim Jong Il’s government has 
“no support in the world.” 

Undersecretary of State Nicholas 
Burns also indicated the United 
States would not grant North 
Korea the direct talks it is seek- 
ing in the wake of its test-firing of 
seven missiles, including some that 
possibly could reach the American 
continent. 

“We really don’t see the logic 
of turning this into a test of wills 


between two countries — the 
United States and North Korea,” 
Burns said. 

The diplomatic goal is to com- 


pel North Korea to return to stalled 
six-nation talks aimed at ridding the 
reclusive communist-led nation of 
its nuclear weapons program. Burns 


said. The U.S. consistently has reject- 
ed direct talks with North Korea, 
preferring the six-party negotiations, 
deadlocked since November. 

U.S. officials have previously said 
they would only have direct discus- 
sions with North Korea in the con- 
text of the six-party talks. 

Getting support from China, 
North Korea’s main ally and trad- 
ing partner, is seen as crucial. Burns, 
joined by members of Congress, 
urged Beijing to use its “influence 
and exert some pressure on the 
North Korean regime” to return to 
the talks with the Koreas, the United 
States, China, Russia and Japan. 

These efforts, he said, are aimed 
to “convince the North Koreans that 
they’re isolated, that they have no 
support in the world, and they’ve 
got to come back to this six-party 
framework.” foster klug (a p)

Sectarian Attacks Escalate in Iraq 



More than 50 die in 
new wave of violenee, 
raising eivil war fears 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Masked Shiite 
gunmen roamed through west 
Baghdad’s Jihad neighborhood 
Sunday, dragging Sunnis from 
their cars, picking them out on 
the street and killing them in a 
rampage that police said killed 41 
people in a dramatic escalation of 
sectarian violence. 

Hours later, two car bombs 
exploded near a Shiite mosque in 
the city’s north, killing 17 people and 
wounding 38 in what appeared to be 
a reprisal attack, police said. 

Black- clad Shiite militiamen 
manned checkpoints on roads into 
most major Shiite neighborhoods to 
guard against revenge attacks, as 
scattered clashes occurred across 
the Iraqi capital. 

Sunni leaders expressed outrage 
over the killings, and President Jalal 
Talabani, a Kurd, appealed for calm, 
warning that the nation stood “in 
front of a dangerous precipice.” 

Presidential security adviser 
Wafiq al-Samaraie told Al-Jazeera 
television that “we are at the gates 
of civil war” unless “exceptional 
measures” are taken. 

A senior government official, 
Haidar Majid, contested the police 
figures, saying late Sunday that only 


nine people died in Jihad. Police Lt. 
Mohammed Khayoun insisted the 
figure of 41 was correct — with 24 
bodies taken to Yarmouk hospital 
and 17 to the city morgue. There 
was no way to reconcile the dis- 
crepancy. 

Regardless, the brazen attack 
was likely to further inflame Shiite - 
Sunni tensions and undermine pub- 


lic confidence in Iraq’s new unity 
government. It also raises new ques- 
tions about the effectiveness of the 
Iraqi police and army. 

A Shiite shopkeeper said he 
saw heavily armed men pull four 
people out of a car, blindfold them 
and force them to stand to the side 
while they grabbed five others out 
of a minivan. 


“After ten minutes, the gunmen 
took the nine people to a place a few 
meters (yards) away from the mar- 
ket and opened fire on them,” Saad 
Jawad al-Azzawi said. 

Clashes also broke out between 
gunmen and Iraqi police in at least 
three neighborhoods across the 
capital, police and residents said.

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I 
Hundreds of Canadian and 
Afghan soldiers raided Taliban 
strongholds throughout southern 
orchards Sunday, sparking fight- 
ing that killed at least 15 militants 
and one Canadian. 

Two Canadian soldiers were 
wounded in Kandahar province’s 
Zharew district, the scene of some 
of the fiercest fighting in an ongo- 
ing anti-Taliban offensive. 

At least 18 Canadian soldiers 
have been killed in Afghanistan 
since 2002. (ap) 


MOSCOW I The brakes on a Russian 
plane may have failed as it landed 
and careened into garages in a fiery 
crash that killed at least 122 peo- 
ple in the country’s second major 
commercial airline disaster in 
two months, Russian news agen- 
cies reported Sunday. 

Early information gathered by 
investigators indicated that the 
braking system on the Airbus A- 
310 operated by Russian airline 
S7 had malfunctioned, the news 
agencies reported, citing unnamed 
sources. 

The plane was carrying at least 
201 people on the 2,600 -mile flight 
east from Moscow to the Siberian

An air stewardess, Viktoria 
Zilberstein, opened the emergen- 


cy hatch in the rear of the burning 
plane, according to the Emergency 
Ministry. Ten passengers escaped 
this way, and others — including 
a pilot — were saved by rescuers 
including firefighters, ITAR-Tass 
reported. 

Relatives streamed to a crisis 
center near Moscow’s Domodedovo 
airport, where the flight originat- 
ed. Some stumbled out in silent 
shock. 

Pilots regard the Irkutsk airport 
as difficult because its runway slopes 
and its concrete is especially slip- 
pery when wet, Vladimir Biryukov, 
an expert at the Gromov Aviation 
Institute, said on NTV (ap)

Pope Stresses 
Family Values 
On Trip to Spain 

VALENCIA, SPAIN | In a visit billed 
as a mini- showdown with Spain’s 
Socialist government, Pope Benedict 
XVI drove home the importance of 
the traditional family before thou- 
sands of pilgrims Sunday, insisting 
that marriage must be between a 
man and woman. 

During a 26 -hour trip, the pope 
met with Socialist Prime Minister 
Jose Luis Rodriguez Zapatero, 
whose government has legalized 
gay marriage and introduced other 
liberal reforms that have irked the 
Vatican. Government officials 
described the talks as cordial and 
said no criticism was exchanged. 

At an open-air Mass before leav- 
ing for Rome, Benedict reiterated 
that the family was “founded on 
indissoluble marriage between a 
man and a woman.” 

Spanish organizers estimated 
some 1.5 million people attended 
the Mass, while witnesses esti- 
mated the crowd at less than half 

that. (AP) 


Operation to rescue 
captive soldier has 
killed 51 Palestinians 

JERUSALEMI Israeli Prime Minister 
Ehud Olmert said Sunday he would 
push ahead with the army’s wid- 
escale offensive in the Gaza Strip, 
saying the fight to free an abducted 
soldier and stop militant rocket fire 
would last for a “long time.” 

The 12 -day- old operation has 
caused widespread destruction in 
Gaza, left 51 Palestinians dead and 
led to international complaints that 
Israel was using excessive force. 

An Israeli airstrike targeted a 
car Sunday night carrying Hamas 
militants near Gaza City, wound- 
ing five people, Palestinian health 
officials said. The vehicle was filled 
with explosives, which led to a series 
of large secondary explosions, the 
army said. 

Despite the offensive, militants 
launched three rockets into Israel on 
Sunday, moderately wounding one 
person in the Israeli town of Sderot 


and damaging a house. And mili- 
tants linked to the Palestinians’ rul- 
ing Hamas party maintained their 
refusal to free Cpl. Gilad Shalit, who 
was captured in a June 25 raid — or 
even reveal his condition. 


Speaking to the Israeli Cabinet 
on Sunday, Olmert counseled 
patience. 

“We’re talking about a war that 
will continue for a long time and it is 
complicated,” Olmert said, accord-

Court Challenge 
Looms in Mexico 


Leftist seeks manual 
recount of ballots in 
close presidential poll 

MEXICO CITY I With Mexico snarled 
in political uncertainty, the leading 
leftist candidate headed to court 
Sunday to begin a legal fight to 
overturn the apparent victory by 
his conservative rival last week in 
the nation’s closest presidential 
race ever. 

Andres Manuel Lopez Obrador 
said his lawyers would give the 
Federal Electoral Court evidence 
of fraud, including computerized 
manipulation of the results, a day 
after he held a mammoth rally in 
Mexico City’s historic center and 
called on his supporters to help 
keep his hope alive. 

The legal appeal would not seek 
to annul the July 2 election, but to 
force authorities to conduct a man- 
ual recount of all 41 million ballots. 
Election officials said Thursday that 
Felipe Calderon beat Lopez Obrador 
by less than 244,000 votes in the 


July 2 election — or a margin of 
just 0.6 percent. 

But Lopez Obrador contends 
some of his votes weren’t count- 
ed or were voided without reason. 
He has millions of devoted follow- 
ers who believe only he can help 
Mexico’s poor and downtrodden, 
and he has long used street pro- 
tests to pressure the government 
and courts. 

Lopez Obr- 
ador’s claims 
also include 
allegations that 
President Vicente 
Fox used govern- 
ment funds to 
support Calderon, 
the candidate of Fox’s conservative 
National Action Party. 

Legal challenges were built into 
Mexico’s elections process in recent 
years to help ensure clean elections, 
so Calderon can’t be declared presi- 
dent-elect until the electoral court 
weighs allegations of fraud or unfair 
practices. The court has until Sept. 
6 to declare a winner, (ap)

Win Incredibly Emotional’ for Italy 


Fourth World Cup title 
comes after shootout 
victory over France 

WORLD CUP I Italy let France do 
nearly anything it wanted Sunday, 
except win the World Cup. 

Outplayed for an hour and into 
extra time, the Italians won 5-3 in a 
penalty shootout after France cap- 
tain Zinedine Zidane was ejected in 
the noth minute for a vicious butt 
to the chest of Marco Materazzi. It 
was the ugliest act of a tournament 
that set records for yellow and red 
cards, diving and, at times, outright 
brutality. 

And it was the last move for 
Zidane, who is retiring. 

Without their leader for the 
shootout after the 1-1 draw, the 
French only missed once. But 
Italy, rarely strong in such situa- 
tions, made all five. Fabio Grosso 
clinched the Azzurri’s fourth title, 
and his teammates had to chase 
him halfway across the field to 
celebrate. 

“It’s incredibly emotional, words 
cannot hardly describe it,” Grosso 
said. “Maybe we still don’t realize 
what we have achieved.” 

France’s only goal, Zidane’s pen-

Federer Stiii Best on Grass 


Star grabs 4th straight 
Wimbledon title by 
topping his young rival 

TENNIS I Nobody can stop Roger 
Federer on grass. 

No. 1 got even against No. 2 as 
Federer ended a five -match losing 
streak to Rafael Nadal on Sunday, 
winning 6-0, 7-6 (5), 6-7 (2), 6-3 to 
earn his fourth straight Wimbledon 
title and eighth Grand Slam cham- 
pionship. 

Nadal had beaten Federer in 
four finals this year, including at 
the French Open last month, but 
couldn’t match him on the Swiss 
star’s favorite surface. 

Not here, not in my house, not 
on Centre Court, not on the big- 
gest stage in tennis. That was 
Federer’s response to the 20 -year- 
old Spaniard’s challenge. 

After dropping the third set, 
the only set he lost all tournament, 
Federer lifted his game in the fourth 
to show who’s boss.

The milestones keep piling up 
for the 24 -year- old Federer, who 
strengthens the case for consider- 
ation as being among the greatest 
players of all time. 

In winning his 48th consecutive 


match on grass, he became the third 
player in the Open era to capture 
four successive Wimbledon cham- 
pionships, joining Bjorn Borg (five 
straight from 1976-80) and Pete 
Sampras (1997-00). 

“They’re heroes of the game,” 
Federer said. “This is the most 
important tournament, and to win 
four is out of this world. I’ll come 
back and try for a fifth.” 

When Nadal sliced a backhand 
wide on match point, Federer raised 
his arms in the air, threw back his 
head and closed his eyes. 

Nadal came into Sunday’s match 
with a 6-1 record against Federer. 
Federer’s only losses this year have 
been to Nadal — he is 55-0 against 
everyone else. 

Asked about his rivalry with 
Nadal, he said, “Now I like it 
again.” 

Federer is the eighth man in his- 
tory to win four or more Wimbledon 
titles. William Renshaw and 
Sampras lead the list with seven 
championships. Stephen wilson (ap)

Employees are taking 
private data home — 
and putting it at risk 

BOSTON I Every month seems to 
bring another episode of sensitive 
personal information escaping into 
the wild because a corporate or gov- 
ernment laptop computer is lost or 
stolen. A common response is a lot 
of hand-wringing over how the data 
should have been encrypted. 

But some key questions usual- 
ly go unanswered. Why is so much 
private data allowed to be on lap- 
tops to begin with? What do peo- 
ple do all day that compels them 
to tote around records on, say, 26 
million Americans, the staggering 
number seen in the recent Veterans 
Affairs case? 

“It’s pure laziness. There’s actu- 
ally no excuse for it,” said Avivah 
Litan, a security analyst for Gartner 
Inc. “There’s no good business rea- 


son for it.” 

Litan advocates a few simple 
steps: Organizations should keep 
sensitive information only on 
secure, centralized servers. Workers 
can access the data from PCs in the 
office or over private Internet con- 
nections, but can’t store the records 
on their own machines to fiddle 
with them offline. 

If they absolutely need to analyze 
data out of the office, the employees 
should run programs that replace 
live credit card or Social Security 
numbers with random “dummy” 
figures whenever possible, since 
the actual numbers aren’t always 
relevant. 

Following such rules would have 
prevented the scare that resulted 
when a laptop with veterans’ data 
was burgled from an analyst’s home 
May 3 (it was later recovered with 
the information apparently unac- 
cessed). The VA inspector general 
told Congress that the staffer had

been bringing data home for policy 
analysis since 2003. 

It’s true that encrypting data — 
scrambling them with private codes 
— can make whatever is found on 
a laptop almost impossible to read. 
But encryption often isn’t turned 
on by users who think it degrades 
computer performance. 

To a large degree, the problem 
of personal data floating away with 
laptops stems from companies’ tar- 
diness in accepting just how valu- 
able the information is. Otherwise 
such records would have long been 
treated like product designs, mar- 
ket intelligence and other business 
secrets that aren’t allowed to leave 
secure central computers. 

Even if employees technically 
aren’t supposed to walk out the 
door with computers, many will 
quietly transfer business files to 
iPods, “thumb” drives and other 
capacious storage devices, said 
Sunil Jain, senior consultant for 
Sprint Enterprise Mobility Inc., 
the services arm of Sprint Nextel 
Corp. 

“It’s much faster to download 
the data and then do the reports 
offline,” Jain said.

Disney sequel sails 
to a record-setting 
opening weekend

the Caribbean: Dead Man’s Chest” 
taking in a record $132 million in 
its first three days, according to 
studio estimates.

“People who have a strong 
point of view.” 

“You know his films are going 
to be nominated for Oscars,” says 
Foxx. “It’s sort of the Michael Mann 
School. Some people want to gradu- 
ate from that university and become 
better actors.” 

Mann can be quite hands-on: 
He says he often operates the cam- 
era because “there are things that 
you want to capture in a certain 
way.” Knowing what is coming 
“two lines of dialogue from now,” 
he can make “micro adjustments” 
with the camera. 

His approach has produced 
films that have generally man- 
aged to interest both critics and 
the masses: “Collateral,” took 
in $100 million domestically to 
become Mann’s highest-grossing 
film, while “The Insider” was one 
of his few box-office disappoint- 
ments, but received seven Oscar 
nominations 

Mann’s latest film is based on 
the “MTV- style” cops television 
series “Miami Vice” that he execu- 
tive produced in the 1980s. But he 
stresses that his new film won’t be 
a rehash. “We wanted to do ‘Miami 
Vice’ as if it never existed before, do 
it for real,” he says. 

At 63, the Chicago -born Mann 
shows no signs of slowing. “I think 
it’s easy for directors to stay fresh 
— more than actors, especial- 
ly once an actor becomes a star. 
It’s hard for Russell Crowe to 
walk down a street or take a sub- 
way,” he says. “I can fly coach.”

Product placement 
isn’t just for Coke 
cans nowadays 

Next time your favorite leading man 
pours a pinot or syrah, take note. 
You may be looking at a product 
placement. 

Whether it’s as a background set 
decoration or a starring role in a 
white tablecloth dinner, California 
winemakers are increasingly find- 
ing ways to send viewers an adver- 
tising message on a bottle. 

“Product placement is here and 
it’s here to stay,” says Jenny Turnbull, 
a Los Angeles agent who has made 
getting screen time for California 
wines a key part of her business. 

Wine has paired with movies 
for decades — James Bond baf- 
fled a villain or two with his vin- 
tage know-how. But the connection 
between Hollywood and wine has 
picked up in recent years as more 
vintners seek to get their brands in 
the picture. 

Unlike some other industries, 
wineries do not generally pay for 
product placement. Instead, they 
try to get attention by donating 
cases of their wine to showbiz 
events and celebrity parties and 
hiring agents like Turnbull who 
look for opportunities by read- 
ing scripts and keeping in touch 
with studios. 

Picking the right wine for a 
scene requires close attention, says 
Turnbull, who spent 10 years with 
Fox before founding her own busi- 
ness, The Placement Agency. 

So, when a prop master called 
asking for wine for a scene in “Six 
Feet Under,” she sent over a case of 
cabernet sauvignon from Turnbull 
Wine Cellars. 

“We don’t say, ‘You want a red 
wine? Here’s a red wine,”’ says 
Turnbull. “We try to make it really 
appropriate for the setting.” 


There are no guarantees. Weeks 
of negotiations can go for naught 
if a scene gets cut. On the other 
hand, a bottle intended to be in the 
background of a scene can shoot 
to “hero placement” if it ends up 
in an actor’s hands. Even when all 
goes well, it may be hard to iden- 
tify wine bottles since they do not 
have the iconic recognition of, say, 
a Coca-Cola can. 

Still, proponents say the expo- 
sure is worth the effort. 

At the Clos du Val winery in 
Napa Valley, officials have been 
pursuing product placement for 
about five years and calculate 
appearances of their wines on TV 
and movie sets have yielded thou-

sands of dollars worth of publicity, 
said Holly Myers, vice president of 
marketing. 

Like other wineries, Clos du Val 
does not pay for play, but has donat- 


ed wine for a number of bashes and 
works with a marketing agency. Set 
Resources. A successful placing 
was in the movie “The Terminal,” 
in which Tom Hanks orders a Clos 
du Val cabernet sauvignon for a 
romantic dinner. 

“It’s not something where we’re 
on a major TV show Thursday night 
and Friday morning our phones are 
ringing off the hook,” Myers said. 
“For us, it’s there as a process, get- 
ting your wine into the hands of 
the right people. Word will kind 
of spread.” 

Not everyone is thrilled that 
winemakers have joined the rush 
to get their brands on screen. 
Matthew Soar, an assistant profes- 


sor of communications at Concordia 
University in Montreal, sees product 
placement as “an underhand kind 
of advertising. It’s one more area 
of culture that’s started to become 
saturated in advertising.” 

Soar’s Web site, brandhype.org, 
allows users to search for and report 
brand sightings in movies. 

There are some types of prod- 
uct placement Turnbull’s not crazy 
about, such as reality shows where 
participants over- enthusiastically 
consume name-brand products. She 
steers clients away from such heavy- 
handed endorsements, saying the 
most effective hits are where the 
product is “noticed yet not blatantly

Alois, 38, is fully aware of how 
differently things might have turned 
out. “If Hitler had suddenly thought, 
T want Liechtenstein,’ we couldn’t 
really have defended ourselves,” 
he said. 

“I think that was the most crit- 
ical time in our history,” says the 
prince. “Luckily, the vast majority 
of the population was independent- 
minded.” 

Today the population numbers 
34,000 on a Washington, D.C.-sized 
patch of the upper Rhine River 
sandwiched between Austria and 
Switzerland. In Vaduz, the capital 


of 5,000 inhabitants, the bicenten- 
nial is being celebrated in tradition- 
al dress, with street music and a 
200 -meter-long bar running along 
Staedtle, the main street. 

Alois’ father, Hans -Adam H, 


remains head of state, but has 
passed most of his sweeping pow- 
ers — including the right to dismiss 
governments, veto new laws and cast 
the deciding vote on the appoint- 
ment of new judges — to his son. 



Hans -Adam gained those pow- 
ers in 2003, much to the disapproval 
of human rights groups, when he 
won a referendum to change the 
constitution, effectively giving him 
more power than any other mon- 
arch in Europe. 

An impoverished farming com- 
munity until well into the 20th cen- 
tury, Liechtenstein suffered eco- 
nomically during the world wars 
despite its neutrality, and “was 
very lucky not to become a battle- 
ground,” says Swiss historian Peter 
Geiger. It oriented itself toward 
Switzerland, and after World War 
1 1 concentrated on developing its 
financial services industry, rapidly 
becoming one of the richest states 
in the world. 

Like other tax havens, 
Liechtenstein has come under inter- 
national financial scrutiny and has 
sought to clean up its image, passing 
new laws to curb money-launder- 
ing and launching a national brand 
in an attempt to raise its interna- 
tional profile. 

“A few years ago, Liechtenstein 
was seen as a place where you can 
launder your money and that’s 
about it,” says Gerlinde Manz- 
Christ, head of the country’s press 
office. The new brand consists of a 
crown and symbols representing 
“dialogue, finance, nature, industry 
and rootedness,” said a government 
spokeswoman, sam cage (ap)
